ADVENTURE OF THE KING

Sights a Sinking Steamer. 


A Weilniwoi correspondent writing to 
the ''N.-C. Daily: Nowa” soys: The 
cruiser King Alfred (flagship) left Nagasaki 
on the 6th instant for Weihaiwei, and when 
off the South of Race Point, South of 
Korea, a steamer was sighted with a 
istresa signal flying, at 85.m. on Satur- 
day. ~ On closing with the steamer it was 
soon that she was well down in. the bowa 
and the crow had ‘taken to the boats... _ 

The mate of. the ‘steamer boarded the 
cruiser and reported thot his ship, tho 
Oshimi Maru, had struck a rock aot 
five o'clock that morning and was 
rapidly filling, and they were unable to 
beach hor owing to tho fires having been 
put out by the water. Some of the crow 
returned to the vessel and, collecting their 
belongings, transfirred them to the boats, 
finally leaving the ship at 9.45,

MARQUIS ITO ON KOREA. ‘ 


The Position Difficult. 

Marquis Ilo, speaking at thy mosting of 
the Toyo Kyokai, given in his honour 
under tho presidency of Count Katsura, 
said that for the past thirty years . tho 
relations between Japan’ and ‘Korea had 
not been at all of a cordial charactor, ryports 
thé “Japan Mail," Quite recently they 
had improved, but the itnprovement was 
not due to any exrnest wish on tho 
part of tho Koreans themselves; it 
wus rather the result of tho demonstration 
of Japancsa strength that resulted from 
a war with Russia, Since then Japan 
ind occupied the position of Korea's 
protector, but it must be confessed that 
those charged with the duties of the pro- 
tectorate bad constantly experienced the 
feclings of a man who tries to scratch his 
foot with his booton. Giving advico whon 
the taking or leaving of it is at the option 
of its reeipiont can not possibly be n very 
successful enterprise in @ country like 
Koren, whoio the nation ia practically 
diyided into two sections, one consisting 
of bigottédennd dosperate conservatives, 
the other of mon with little or any know- 
ledge. The situation had been greatly 
cleared up by the abdication of the Em- 
poror, though tho Rosidency.General had 
neither hand, act.vor part in that incident. 
One result, however, had been the Conven- 
tion which greatly ameliorated tho situation 
from the Japanese point of view. It would 
henceforth he possiblo to insura the practi- 
tal observance of advice, and not morely its 
neademicul discussion, The problem now to 
be solved in order to give renl offect to the 
now Convention was ono of men and 
monvy, and it was with a view to its solu. 
tion that the Marquis had now returned to 
Japan. Tn connection with this question 
of men thore was one disquisting feature, 
namely, that a large part of the educated 
class in Korea regarded official appoint- 
ments us the only gentlemanlike .means of 
earning 0 livelihood. These men would bo 
deprived of their object in life and indeed 
oven of the means of sustaining life if many 
of the executive posts wore filled with Jap-

in the path but so far as his poor abi 
went he promised that nto effort "should bo 
spared to achieve success,
